I submit  herewith  my  annual  report  for  the  year 

1958. 


The  health  of  the  district  has  been  good  and 
among  the  outstanding  features  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis 
or  venereal  disease,  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis  and  a rise 
in  the  percentage  of  children  vaccinated  against  smallpox  in 
the  first  year  of  life  to  76^, 

Administration  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  recently 
taken  over  from  the  County  Council  has  v/orked  smoothly  and 
no  legal  action  has  been  necessary. 

The  Bourne  Valley  drainage  scheme  has  been 
completed  and  work  is  proceeding  satisfactorily  with  that 
for  improving  the  Town  drainage. 

During  the  year  the  County  Council  took  over  our 
Public  Health  Offices  for  an  extension  of  their  clinics  and 
the  Public  Health  Department  moved  to  the  Curative  Post. 

This  has  made  very  nice  offices,  which,  being  warm,  quiet  and 
light,  are  appreciated  by  my  staff  and  have  contributed  to 
their  never  failing  cheerfulness  and  co-operation. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thajiking 
the  Council  for  marking  this  move  possible.

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The  birth  rate  remains  steady  but  the  death  rate 
is  slightly  lower  than  it  has  been  for  the  past  three  years. 

The  death  rate  for  infants  under  1 year  is  22.9 
per  1,000  live  births,  which  is  almost  the  same  as  the  average 
figure  for  England  and  Wales,  namely  22.5.  This  shows  a drop 
in  comparison  with  last  year’s  high  figure  but  is  still  higher 
than  it  has  been  since  1951. 

There  was  one  maternal  death  during  the  year;  the 
first  one  since  1954  when  again  one  was  recorded  during  the 
year. 


It  is  also  very  satisfactory  to  record  that  there 
have  been  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis,  syphilis  or  any  of  the 
infectious  diseases. 

As  usual,  about  53^  of  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of 
the  arteries  and  heart  but  deaths  from  malignant  disease  show 
an  increase  and  accounted  for  17.3%  . 

Accidents  accounted  for  2.5%  of  the  deaths.  Of  these 
7 deaths  were  due  to  motor  vehicles  as  compared  with  3 last  year 
For  severed  years  past  there  has  been  an  average  of  4 deaths  per 
year  in  this  category.

HOSPITAL  CAR  SEHVIGE 


Once  again,  work  carried  out  by  members  of  this  service 
has  relieved  the  pressure  on  the  Ambulance  Service.  During 
1958,  358  journeys,  carrying  498  patients  a distance  of  6,910 
miles,  were  made, 

voluntary  smrECES 


The  many  voluntary  services  which  operate  in  Famham 
and  the  surrounding  villages  have  continued  their  good  work. 
Their  activities  have  been  reported  in  some  detail  in  recent 
reports  and  a list  of  all  the  available  services  is  given  in 
the  booklet  produced  last  year  entitled  ’’Farnham  - Its  Health 
and  Helpful  Services”,  so  I do  not  propose  to  comment  on  these 
this  year. 

HOIviB  HELP  SERVIOF 


This  service  continues  to  be  of  very  greo.t  value. 

There  are  now  E6  helps  working  in  Famhom  and  district  attending 
aai  average  of  70  cases  per  week. 

Several  helps  have  pure  housed  autocycles  or  motor 
scooters.  This  enables  them  to  attend  cases  in  remote  areas 
where  public  transport  is  not  available, 

FAJULY  PLANNING  ASSOCIATICH 


This  clinic  is  held  once  a fortnight  in  the  out-patient 
department  of  Farnham  Hospital.  During  the  year  190  new  patients 
wore  seen. 

The  numbers  are  increasing  and  it  vdll  soon  be 
necessary  to  have  a clinic  once  a week. 
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HQfiPITALS 


The  Tanner  Block  at  Famhani  Hospital,  which  was 
entirely  gutted,  rebuilt  inside  and  extended  on  the  north  side, 
and  now  provides  eight  small  v/ards  of  three  to  five  beds  and 
two  large  wards  of  twelve  beds,  one  of  which  is  broken  up  by 
glass  and  wood  partitions  into  three  sections,  was  opened  in 
October.  It  was  entirely  redecorated  and  moderaised  and  is 
a vast  improvement  on  the  old  block. 

Accommodation  is  now  provided  for  21  male  and  25 
female  medical  cases,  alloi-ving  the  main  hospital  block,  in 
which  the  operating  theatre  is  situated,  to  accommodate  all  the 
surgical,  gynaecological  and  materaity  cases. 

The  accommodation  for  maternity  oases  is  grossly 
inadequate  and  some  400  cases  from  the  Bamham  Hospital  Group 
area  have  to  be  confined  in  hospitals  outside  the  area.  There 
are  only  10  maternity  beds  in  Famham  Hospital  and  this  is  the 
only  hospital  in  the  Group  which  has  a resident  medical  staff. 

A new  block  to  acooimaodate  30  nurses  was  opened  during 
the  year  but  more  accomriiodation  is  still  required  before  each 
nurse  can  have  a room  to  herself. 

• More  beds,  particularly  for  obstetrics,  gynaecology 
and  surgery,  are  badly  needed.  The  operating  theatre  is 
completely  out  of  date  and  inadequate  for  the  voliome  of  work 
which  could  be  done. 

THE  PROBLM'I  OF  THU  ELDEHLY 

As  in  most  parts  of  the  country,  the  problem  of  how 
to  look  after  the  increasing  number  of  elderly  people  is  becoming 
more  difficult.  Even  if  it  were  possible  to  provide  sufficient 
accommodation  in  residential  homes,  this  would  not  really  solve 
the  problem,  as  quite  a percentage  would  refuse  to  be  admitted 
■and  it  is  perfectly  natura.1  for  old  people  to  prefer  to  remain 
in  their  own  homes,  liaving  their  own  belongings  around  them  and 
being  free  to  do  what  they  like  when  they  like. 

The  difficulty  is  in  providing  the  nocessarjr  assistance 
at  the  right  time  in  order  to  assist  these  people  to  continue 
living  in  their  owl  homes.  Much  is  being  done  by  health 
visitors,  district  nurses,  voluntary  workers  of  the  V/.V.S.,  Red 
Cross,  etc.,  .and  meals  are  provided  by  the  lioals-on-ViTheels 
Service.  Some  assistance  is  given  by  night  ”SLtters-in”  but  a 
lot  more  could  be  done  by  better  liaison  between  family  doctors, 
health  visitors,  the  geriatrician  and  hospitals.  A geriatrician 
has  recently  been  appointed  who  will  give  a small  part  of  his 
time  to  F am  ham  and  this  will  apparently  be  taken  up  in 
assessing  which  cases  are  most  suitable  for  admission  to  hospital 
or  welfare  homes.  This  will  undoubtedly  be  helpful  for  those 
who  are  so  sick  and  feeble  as  to  require  hospitalisation, _ early 
treatment,  rehabilitation  and,  where  possible,  event ual_ discharge, 
but  there  is  a large  class  who  are  neither  healthy  and  independent 
nor  sick  and  feeble. 

These  ”in  betweens"  are  those  who  fall  between  these 
two  classes  and  who  are  just  beginning  to  fail  either  medically, 
socially,  or  both. 

Dr,  lohn  Fry,  a general  practitioner,  in  a paper 
delivered  recently  to  the  Medical  Society  for  the  Care  of  the 
Elderly,  suggested  the  following  measures 

1.  A register  of  the  eldery,  say  all  those  over  70, 
although  it  is  realised  that  some  are  young  at  80 
rnd  others  old  at  40.  Those  on  the  register  would  be 
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visited  regularly  by  health  visitors  who  would  he  able 
to  advise  on  what  need  be  done  to  help  when  necessary. 

2.  The  faraily  doctor  Diust  have  better  liaison  with 
other  bodies  and  he  should  knov/  where  to  obtain 

the  available  services  in  his  area. 

3.  A publicity  campaign  to  acquaint  the  public  of 

the  available  services  using  all  the  popular  media, 
television,  newsptipers  and  so  on. 

4.  If  we  are  to  seek  out  those  needing  help  at  an 
early  stage,  we  must  be  certain  before  we  start 

that  the  services  required  for  this  help  are  available, 
and  local  authorities  and  hospitals  must  take  a self- 
analytical  look  at  themselves. 

Loneliness,  inadequate  housing  conditions  -and  family 
problems  are  often  a more  potent  reason  for  help  them  sickness 
and  disease.  The  Home  Help  Service,  helpful  as  it  is,  is  at 
present  quite  insufficient  and  could  be  greatly  improved. 

Helps  are  constantly  being  changed  and  no  notice  is  given  v/hen 
for  any  reason  they  cannot  turn  up.  These  things  upset  the 
old  people. 

The  close  co-operation  between  family  doctors,  the 
geriatric  physician  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should 
help  and  a local  committee  might  be  fortiied  to  co-ordinate  and 
improve  existing  services  and  to  get  tke  public  interested  in 
the  welfare  of  the  elderly. 

As  regards  accommodation,  a number  of  bungalows  and 
flatlets  belonging  to  the  Council,  50  in  all,  have  been  set 
aside  for  the  use  of  old  folk  and  the  late  Mr.  Hwart,  who  served 
for  many  years  on  the  Council,  recently  left  £30,000  for  the 
provision  of  housing  accommodation  for  such  people.  The 
Council  have  spent  a lot  of  time  considering  the  best  type  of 
building  and  it  is  hoped  that  before  long  work  on  these  will  be 
commenced. 


The  Citizens’  Advice  Bureau  provides  a list  of  some 
34  Homes  for  Elderly  People  in  the  west  Surrey  area  which 
doctors  and  relatives  will  find  veiy  useful  when  further  care  at 
home  is  impossible. 

IHFOmiATEQlT 


During  the  year  a booklet  entitled  ’’Famham  - Its 
Health  and  Helpful  Services”  was  published  and  distil buted 
through  libraries,  welfare  centres  and  various  organisations. 
This  sets  out  the  various  services  organised  by  the  Coimty 
Council,  Local  Authority  and  voluntary  organisations,  with 
information  as  to  how  and  where  they  can  be  obtained.  It 
gives  the  names  of  all  doctors,  dentists,  chemists  and  medical 
auxiliaries  practising  in  the  area  and  has  been  found  to  be 
quite  useful. 

MORTUAHf 


During  the  year  the  mortuary  at  Famham  Hospital  was 
re-organised  and  modernised,  being  provided  with  a refrigerating 
chamber  to  hold  six  bodies,  better  heating  and  lighting 
facilities  and  two  tables  in  the  post  mortem  room. 

AS  the  facilities  were  then  better  than  in  the  Council’s 
mortuary,  arrangements  were  made  for  the  Council  and  the  Coroner 
to  have  the  use  of  the  Hospital  mortuary  and  the  Council’s 
mortuary  was  closed.

It  will  be  noted  that,  although  for  the  past  four  years 
we  have  only  had  one  death  per  year  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
this  is  the  first  year  since  records  have  been  kept  that  there 
has  not  been  a single  death  from  tuberculosis.  It  can,  I think, 
be  said  that  we  have  the  disease,  which  has  been  such  a scourge 
in  the  past,  under  control  at  last. 

Also,  no  cases  of  non- respiratory  tuberculosis  were 
notified.  This  is  a tribute  to  the  care  taken  in  the  inspection 
of  dairy  herds  and  the  pasteurisation  of  milk. 

The  number  of  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
remaining  on  our  register,  hov;ever,  remains  constant,  as  shown 
by  the  follov;ing  table,  but  the  majority  of  these  are  quiescent 
and  in  due  course  will  be  taken  off  the  register  when  they  are 
symptom  free  for  five  years  or  die  from  some  other  condition.

There  is  only  a small  number  of  industrial  chimneys 
in  the  district  but  difficulties  have  been  experienced  with  one 
plant  burning  sawdust  and  v/ood  wastes,  I am  now  glad  to  be 
able  to  report  that  the  firm  concerned  has  carried  out  major 
alterations  to  the  plant  and  has  been  able  to  introduce 
mechanical  feeding  of  the  sav/dust  and  wood  v/aste.  Prom 
observations  made,  it  would  appear  that  their  efforts  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  have  been 
successful. 


The  Council  have  adopted  the  model  building  byelaw 
referred  to  in  Section  24  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  relating  to  smoke 
prevention  in  new  buildings, 

SVyiHvIING  BATHS 


Seventeen  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  Council’s 
two  swimming  baths  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination; 
all  the  results  were  satisfactory. 

RQDMT  AND  PEST  CONTROL 

(a)  Rodent  Control 


The  work  in  connection  with  rodent  control  has  progressed 
satisfactorily  throughout  the  year.  The  free  service  to  dwelling- 
houses  has  been  maintained  and  19  annual  and  30  immediate  contracts 
were  made  in  respect  of  business  premises,  hospitals,  schools  and 
farms. 


I^rticular  attention  has  been  paid  to  inspection  and 
control  work  at  the  Council’s  refuse  tip  and  also  the  sewage 
works  and  pumping  stations. 

Treatment  was  carried  out  to  the  sev/ers  in  one  area  of 

the  town . 

(b ) Pest  Control 


Porty-two  vmsps  nests  were  destroyed  during  the  year, 
a charge  being  made  for  this  service. 
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All  the  Coiinty  Council’s  school  canteens  were 
treated  as  a precaution  against  fly  infestation.

The  problem  of  moveable  dv/ellings  in  the  district 
is  not  great  compared  with  other  authorities  in  the  Coimty, 
although  during  the  year  there  have  been  a fev/  cases  of 
unlicensed  caravans  being  stationed  in  the  district  where 
conditions  have  not  been  satisfactory. 

There  were  27  licences  renewed  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  and  during  the  year  9 new  licensed  caravans  have  been 
stationed  within  the  district.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  AtTD  FOOD  PREIvHSES 


Regular  inspection  of  food  shops  and  food  preparing 
premises  has  continued  and  steady  progress  has  been  made  in 
improving  conditions  where  it  has  been  found  necessaiy. 

The  food  trade  generally  is  becoming  more  conscious 
of  the  necessity  for  clean  conditions  and  practices  and,  in  the 
main,  are  ready  to  co-operate.  There  has  been  marked  progress 
in  the  display  of  foodstuffs  for  sale  and  the  trend  of  pre- 
packed goods  is  helping  the  small  mixed  trader  to  maintain 
clean  and  orderly  conditions.  The  new  trend  of  pre-packed 
vegetables  has  particularly  helped  in  this  respect;  there  are 
now  two  firms  in  this  district  who  grade,  clean  and  pre-pack 
this  type  of  commodity. 

The  mobile  food  shop  is  on  the  increase  and  those 
operating  in  this  district  are  of  a good  standard;  they  have 
all  been  constructed  as  mobile  shops  and  are  not  converted 
vehicles.

Forty-two  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  .analysis. 
Twenty-four  of  these  were  ordinary  milk  having  an  average 
composition  of  3,82%  fat  and  8.66%  solids  not  fat.  The  remaining 
eighteen  samples  were  Channel  Island  grade  having  an  average 
composition  of  4,85%  fat  and  9%  solids  not  fat. 

There  were  three  samples  of  food  reported  by  the  Public 
Analyst  as  being  irregular,  i.e.,  pork  luncheon  meat,  sponge 
mixture  and  marzipan  substitute.  In  respect  of  the  last  two 
samples,  in  both  cases  the  products  were  packed  in  cartons  bearing 
misleading  labels.  The  respective  manufacturers  were  approached 
and  in  each  case  have  undertaken  to  re-design  the  labelling  of 
their  carton  packs. 

The  sample  of  pork  luncheon  meat  had  a meat  content  of 
only  56%  and,  in  the  absence  of  a legal  standard,  it  was  decided 
to  make  an  informal  approach  to  the  importers,  who  agreed  to 
discontinue  this  pack  when  their  small  stocks  held  in  this 
country  were  exhausted.  It  is  hoped  that  legislation  will  be 
forthcoming  setting  a legal  standard  for  this  type  of  meat 
product .
